Untoned and quite sharp with a few small abra¬ 
sions that are mostly confined to the obverse.

234 1934 MS 65 NGC. Shimmering cartwheel luster and nearly flawless 
surfaces uphold the respected Gem grade. Essentially brilliant and 
worthy of a strong bid. 

235 1934-D MS 65 ANACS. This coin was previously offered as lot 
7305 in our 2000 FUN Sale, where it was cataloged as: “A pristine 
example of this scarce, semi-key Peace dollar.

261 1856 MS 62 NGC. Minimally abraded for the grade with somewhat 
subdued frosty luster and delicate copper-gold iridescence.

Somewhat 
softly struck in the centers, the surfaces are free of individually dis¬ 
tracting abrasions and show pleasing tan-gold coloration. A fleethm 
opportunity for the gold date collector. 


264 1861 New Reverse MS 63 PCGS. This is a sharply struck example 

whose yellow-gold surfaces exhibit a few too many small bagmarks 
to warrant a near-Gem grade. 


265 1868-S XF 40 NGC. An appealing coin for the grade, both sides 

show rich copper-gold coloration and remarkably few small abra¬ 
sions.

A suitable coin for circulated type purposes, the 
somewhat muted, yellow-gold surfaces are quite smooth for the 
grade.

(4,465 pieces) issue’s rarity is compounded by the fact that many 
examples were melted during the monetary turmoil of the Civil War. 
Despite similar mintages, the 1862 is considerably rarer than the 
1864. Although moderately abraded, both sides display suitable 
remaining luster in the protected areas and allow for full apprecia¬ 
tion of the sharply struck devices. The otherwise bright, yellow-gold 
surfaces show deeper shades of champagne iridescence at most 
angles.” Population: 2 in 50, 6 finer. (See Color Photo) 

319 1871-S Fine 12 ANACS. One of only 25,000 pieces struck and pop¬ 
ular as such. Both sides show even wear, no individually mention- 
able abrasions, and crimson-gold coloration. 

320 1872 AU 53 PCGS. Previously offered as lot 7778 in our 2000 FUN 
Sale, this coin was cataloged as: “Boldly detailed with some luster 
adhering and numerous small contact marks. Very rare in all grades 
with one of the smallest mintages (1,660 pieces) of the entire half 
eagle series. This is only the ninth example of this elusive issue that 
we have been privileged to offer.” Population: 8 in 53, only 5 finer. 
(See Color Photo) 

321 1872-S VG 10 ANACS. This is a circulated example of this elusive 
S-mint issue that displays rich tan-gold color and mottled crimson 
overtones. Pleasing for the grade. 

322 1873 MS 61 Open 3 NGC. Attractive copper-gold patina lessens the 
visual impact of the grade-defining abrasions. A scarce and often 
overlooked issue in all Uncirculated grades. 

323 1873-S Fine 12 ANACS. The tan-gold surfaces are curiously free of 
sizeable abrasions for a gold coin fiat saw forty-eight points of wear. 
This desirable issue combines a low mintage of 31,000 coins and a 
poor rate of survival. 

324 1878-S MS 64 NGC. Although less rare than the other S-mint half 
eagles from the 1870s, the 1878-S is an elusive coin in Mint State 
that is decidedly rare at the MS 64 level. Fully struck in all areas, the 
bright surfaces are remarkably clean for the grade and modestly 
prooflike in appearance.

1901 MS 64 PCGS. The colorful orange and gold surfaces show pin¬ 
point striking definition and whirlpool luster. A few minor contact 
marks rule out an even higher grade. 
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1902 MS 64 NGC. The bright, yellow-gold surfaces are essentially 
pristine and crisply defined. 

1902- S MS 64 PCGS. Original smoky-copper iridescence conceals 
the wispy abrasions and gives this coin the look of a Gem. 

1903- S MS 63 NGC. None of the grade-defining abrasions are indi¬ 
vidually distracting. 

1904 MS 63 NGC. Remarkably free of sizeable abrasions for the 
grade and beautifully colored in golden-copper hues. 

1904 MS 64 PCGS. The fully lustrous surfaces are a few wispy abra¬ 
sions away from an even higher grade. 

1906 MS 63 PCGS. This is an orange-gold coin whose surfaces are 
remarkably smooth for the grade. 

1906- D MS 64 NGC. With pleasing copper-orange overtones and 
essentially mark-free features, this D-mint example has the look of a 
full Gem. 

1907 MS 64 NGC. Powerfully struck and nearly pristine, this is an 
attractive near-Gem. 

1907- D MS 64 NGC. The flashy, yellow-gold features show pin¬ 
point striking definition throughout. 

1908 MS 63 PCGS. The richly frosted, warmly colored surfaces dis¬ 
play a few inconspicuous bagmarks that hardly inhibit the overall 
pleasing appearance. 

1908 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and minimally marked for the grade.

1908 MS 62 PCGS. Although somewhat baggy, the sharply 
impressed surfaces show pleasing overall eye appeal for the grade. 

1908 MS 64 PCGS. Beautiful tan-gold coloration accents the 
sharply impressed features. Both sides are lustrous and free of all but 
the most inconsequential abrasions. An important near-Gem sur¬ 
vivor from this conditionally challenging half eagle series. 

1908- D MS 62 PCGS. The golden-rose surfaces are somewhat sub¬ 
dued in appearance. 

1908-D MS 63 PCGS. A few wispy abrasions are noted on the tan- 
gold surfaces. 

1908-D MS 63 PCGS. The otherwise orange-gold surfaces deepen 
to olive shades in select peripheral areas. Quite well defined for the 
series with the normal number of small and moderate abrasions for 
the grade. 

1908- D MS 63 NGC. Elusive any finer and always popular at the 
Select BU level. The sharply struck surfaces show pleasing tan-gold 
and copper iridescence. 

1909 MS 63 PCGS. A scarcer P-mint issue, this survivor shows 
golden-orange surfaces that are at the threshold of a near-Gem 
grade. Sharply struck and relatively smooth for the series. 

1909- D MS 61 NGC. Somewhat subdued and a bit too baggy to war¬ 
rant a higher grade. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. The somewhat subdued, tan-gold surfaces are 
indicative of the lower Mint State grade. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Although colorful and sharply struck, this 
coin shows too many small abrasions to justify a higher grade. 

1909-D MS 63 PCGS. With razor sharp detail and pleasing tan-gold 
color, it is little wonder that this D-mint issue is a favorite among 
Mint State type collectors. Both sides are only lightly abraded. 

1909-D MS 63 PCGS. There are no singularly distracting abrasions 
on either side of this popular D-mint example.

Steel-blue accents decorate the otherwise 
crimson-gold surfaces of this relatively attractive Indian Head half 
eagle. The strike is sharp and the surfaces, although lightly abraded, 
have the look of a higher grade. 

375 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous, champagne-gold in color, and typ¬ 
ically marked for the grade. 

376 1909-D MS 64 PCGS. An important issue among high quality type 
collectors, this example shows rich copper-gold coloration and 
crisply detailed features. The lustrous surfaces show the granularity 
that typifies the series, but there are no bothersome abrasions on 
either side.

379 1911 MS 62 NGC. Muted luster characteristics, rather than exces¬ 
sive bagmarks, confine this coin to the MS 62 level. 

380 1911-S MS 62 NGC. Noticeably abraded, yet adequately lustrous for 
the grade. This is a nicely defined representative of this conditional¬ 
ly challenging S-mint five. 

381 1912 MS 61 NGC. The surfaces are curiously smooth for the MS 61 
level and show warm honey-gold color. 

382 1912 MS 63 PCGS. This is a rather attractive olive-gold representa¬ 
tive despite a few scattered bagmarks. Elusive any finer and always 
popular at this grade level. 

383 1912 MS 63 NGC. Warm orange highlights decorate both sides and 
draw attention away from the grade-defining abrasions. 

384 1913 MS 62 NGC. There are no individually mentionable marks on 
either side of this green-gold survivor. 

385 1913 MS 62 PCGS. Quite nice for the grade, the surfaces are only 
lightly abraded and honey-gold in color. 

386 1913 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and tan-gold in appearance with the 
usual number of abrasions for the MS 62 grade. 

387 1913 MS 62 NGC. Attractive and quite lustrous, the honey-gold sur¬ 
faces are a few wispy bagmarks away from a higher grade. 

388 1913 MS 63 PCGS. Sunshine-gold luster radiates from the boldly 
impressed surfaces. This is a suitable Mint State representative of 
this conditionally challenging series. 

389 1913 MS 64 PCGS. An important issue among high quality type 
collectors, the 1913 half eagle is, nonetheless, a difficult coin to find 
at the near-Gem level. This is an attractive coin whose primary 
strength is its minimally marked surfaces. Alternating shades of yel¬ 
low-gold and green-gold color decorate the sharply struck features 
and confirm this coin’s originality. 

390 1913 MS 64 PCGS. A popular P-mint issue among Mint State type 
collectors, this is an expertly preserved example that shows crisp 
definition throughout. Swirling mint luster and rich orange-gold col¬ 
oration combine to provide pleasing aesthetic appeal. 

391 1913-S MS 61 NGC. Among the rarest dates in the series, the 1913- 
S Indian Head half eagle is a prized commodity in all Mint State 
grades. Although there are scattered abrasions on both sides, the sub¬ 
dued, sandy-gold coloration seems to account for the MS 61 grade. 
Sharply struck. 

392 1914 MS 62 PCGS. The somewhat subdued, tan-gold surfaces show 
scattered bagmarks that seem to rule out a higher grade. A scarcer P- 
mint issue. 
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393 1914 MS 63 PCGS. Bright orange-gold overtones accent the power¬ 

fully impressed devices. Free of all but the most inconspicuous abra- 


394 1915 MS 61 NGC. The rich, copper-gold iridescence that blankets 
both sides give this coin the eye appeal of a significantly higher 
grade. 

395 1915 MS 62 NGC. The orange-gold surfaces show a few too many 
bagmarks to warrant a higher grade. 

396 1915 MS 63 PCGS. This is a relatively affordable Indian Head five 
dollar despite fulsome mint luster, razor sharp definition, and pleas¬ 
ing overall eye appeal. 

397 1915-S AU 58 NGC. The originally patinated surfaces are free of 
sizeable circulation marks. This is an amply defined example of this 
low mintage (164,000 pieces), conditionally scarce S-mint issue. 

398 1929 MS 64 NGC. Since many of the 662,000 half eagles delivered 
by the Philadelphia Mint in 1929 went to the melting pot, this issue 
has long been considered the key to the Indian Head five dollar 
series. This is a clean, nearly mark-free example with bold striking 
definition. Rich reddish-golden luster abounds on both sides. 

CERTIFIED EARLY EAGLE 


399 1801 MS 64 NGC. Breen 1-A, R.7. This is a simply spectacular 

example of this early ten dollar issue. The coin shows rich orange- 
gold color and undeniably original, lustrous surfaces. The devices 
are fully struck with the exception of a few of the reverse stars. The 
lack of sizeable abrasions confirms the technical quality of the MS 
64 level and there are no detracting adjustment marks on either side. 
The second most common date in the Capped Bust Right, Heraldic 
Eagle series after the 1799, yet still quite rare at the present grade 
level. Population: 11 in 64, 0 finer. (See Color Photo) 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


400 1847 AU 58 NGC. Although the 1847 is among the more available 
P-mint eagles from the 1840s, near-Mint examples are few and far 
between in today’s market. This is an attractive coin for the grade 
whose lightly worn surfaces are free of sizeable contact marks. Yel¬ 
low-gold in color and partially lustrous in the protected areas. 

401 1862 AU 50 NGC. This coin was previously offered as lot 7848 in 
our 2000 FUN Sale, where it was cataloged as: “An elusive No 
Motto ten in any condition, being prohibitively rare in grades 
approaching Mint State. Only 10,960 business strikes were produced 
during this turbulent Civil War year. The surfaces are moderately 
abraded and retain much original mint luster beneath splotchy 
orange patina.” Population: 7 in 50, 21 finer. (See Color Photo) 

402 1866-S Motto AU 50 NGC. The 1866-S Motto eagle is an elusive 
gold issue that is similar in overall rarity to the San Francisco Mint’s 
deliveries of 1858, 1859,1862,1863, and 1865. Of the already small 
number of coins certified by NGC and PCGS, only 9 examples fall 
into the AU grade level and none are finer. Although somewhat 
scuffy, the surfaces of this amply defined coin are free of the size¬ 
able abrasions that often plague survivors of this issue. Rich copper- 
gold accents dance across both sides and add aesthetic appeal to this 
coin’s undeniably rarity. (See Color Photo) 

403 1874-S Fine 15 NGC. Well worn with an overall scuffy appearance, 
the surfaces show original honey-tan coloration. 

404 1874-S VF 25 PCGS. A scarce issue of which only 10,000 pieces 
were originally struck. This is a moderately wom piece with sandy- 
gold surfaces that are problem-free for the grade. 

405 1879-S AU 53 NGC. An elusive issue in Mint State, this lightly wom 
survivor displays scattered contact marks and a bright, honey-gold 
sheen. 

406 1881 MS 62 PCGS. Richly colored in crimson-gold shades with 
scattered abrasions. 

407 1882 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous, fully struck, and moderately abraded. 
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408 1882 MS 63 PCGS. Richly colored in copper-orange shades and elu¬ 
sive any finer. 

409 1882 MS 63 NGC. Typically abraded for the grade with pleasing 
copper-gold overtones and bold definition throughout. 

410 1886 AU 55 PCGS. The somewhat scuffy features are nicely 
detailed for the grade. 

411 1886-S MS 62 NGC. Rich crimson highlights adorn the somewhat 
scuffy, yet fully lustrous surfaces. 

412 1892 MS 63 NGC. Well struck with slightly subdued luster and a 
few minor contact marks. Scarce any finer. 

413 1892 MS 63 NGC. Richly frosted with pleasing crimson-gold over¬ 
tones and a few wispy abrasions. A scarcer P-mint issue with a 
mintage of fewer than 800,000 pieces. 

414 1893 MS 63 NGC. This is a thickly frosted. Select BU example of 
this conditionally challenging P-mint issue. 

415 1893 MS 64 NGC. This is an attractive copper-gold eagle with 
tinges of ice-blue in the fields. Frosty luster coats each side, but a 
few noticeable contact marks are located on the obverse. 

416 1894 MS 62 PCGS. The copper-gold surfaces show a few too many 
small abrasions to warrant a higher grade. 

417 1894 MS 63 NGC. The golden-rose surfaces are free of individual¬ 
ly bothersome abrasions. 

418 1895-0 MS 60 NGC. Somewhat subdued in luster quality and 
noticeably abraded. 

419 1897 MS 62 PCGS. The adequately lustrous surfaces display a few 
too many abrasions to warrant a higher grade. 

420 1899 MS 62 NGC. Lustrous with golden-rose coloration and blush¬ 
es of crimson iridescence over the central obverse. 

421 1899 MS 63 PCGS. Richly frosted and attractively colored in crim¬ 
son-gold shades. 

422 1899 MS 63 PCGS. This is a sharply struck, frosty survivor of this 
popular P-mint issue. 

423 1899-S MS 62 PCGS. Bright and somewhat satiny in texture. 

424 1900-S MS 60 NGC. Excellent luster, yet excessively bagmarked. 
Produced in limited numbers, the 1900-S is scarce in all Mint State 
grades. 

425 1901 MS 62 PCGS. Rich crimson-gold color enhances the eye 
appeal of this lower Mint State survivor. 

426 1901 MS 62 PCGS. The bright surfaces show the normal number of 
bagmarks for the MS 62 grade. 

427 1901 MS 62 PCGS. Beautiful rose highlights interrupt the otherwise 
orange-gold surfaces. 
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428 1901 MS 65 NGC. A frosty eagle, the surfaces are smooth from rim 
to rim. The crisply detailed features sparkle beneath pleasing gold¬ 
en-champagne accents. An important coin for Gem type purposes. 

429 1901 MS 65 NGC. Anything but common at this grade level, this is 
a beautiful Liberty Head eagle that sparkles with cartwheel luster 
and champagne-gold color. Free of individually detracting contact 
marks. 

430 1901 MS 65 PCGS. With fulsome frosty luster and mark-free sur¬ 
faces, this Gem belongs in an advanced collection. The features are 
crisply defined and the otherwise copper-gold surfaces show rich 
green-gold overtones at select angles. 

431 1901-S MS 63 NGC. Fully lustrous, yet somewhat baggy on the 
obverse. 

432 1901-S MS 63 PCGS. The vivid, orange-gold surfaces radiate with 
cartwheel luster. 

433 1901-S MS 63 PCGS. Fully frosted and quite smooth for the 
assigned grade. 

434 1901-S MS 63 PCGS. Richly colored in orange-gold shades with the 
usual number of abrasions for the MS 63 level.

Bright and yellow-gold in color, the surfaces are 
lightly marked. 

441 1907 MS 63 PCGS. This is a rather snappy coin despite a few wispy 
bagmarks. 

442 1907 MS 63 NGC. Fully struck and frosty with a crescent of orange- 
tan iridescence about the lower reverse rim.

The otherwise yellow-gold surfaces show 
rich green overtones at select angles. 

444 1910-D MS 62 PCGS. Both sides show somewhat subdued sandy- 
gold coloration, but the devices are crisply detailed. 

445 1910-D MS 62 PCGS. Golden-rose in color, the surfaces show scat¬ 
tered bagmarks and a pair of well concealed grease spots (as struck) 
in the Indian’s headdress. 

446 1910-D MS 63 PCGS. The lustrous, minimally marked surfaces 
have the look of a Choice BU grade. 

447 1910-D MS 63 PCGS. Crimson overtones adorn both sides and 
reduce the visual impact of the grade-defining contact marks. 

448 1910-D MS 65 NGC. Despite its status as the most common branch 
mint Indian Head eagle, the 1910-D is an elusive find with Gem 
quality surfaces. This is a smooth, lustrous example whose devices 
show crisp definition throughout. Copper-gold in color. 

449 1911 MS 62 PCGS. Both sides are bright and rather appealing 
despite noticeable bagmarks. 


450 1911 MS 64 NGC. This is a sharply struck, yellow-gold survivor 
whose eye appeal would do justice to an even higher grade. Fully 
lustrous. 

451 1913 MS 62 PCGS. Both sides show green-gold coloration and 
rather abrasion-free features for the low Uncirculated grade. 

452 1926 MS 62 PCGS. Both sides show crisp definition and the normal 
number of small abrasions for the MS 62 grade. 

453 1926 MS 62 PCGS. Minimally marked, yet somewhat deficient in 
luster qualities. 

454 1926 MS 62 PCGS. Moderately abraded, as befits the MS 62 level. 

455 1926 MS 63 PCGS. The surfaces are remarkably free of distracting 

abrasions for the assigned grade. 

456 1926 MS 63 PCGS. Frosty and adequately struck for the series. 

457 1926 MS 63 PCGS. Were it not for a few stray contact marks, the 

lustrous, orange-gold surfaces would easily gamer a higher grade. 

458 1926 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous, sharply struck, and lightly abraded. 

459 1926 MS 63 NGC. This is a premium quality example for the grade 

that shows a few wispy abrasions and boldly struck devices. 

460 1932 MS 62 PCGS. The crisply struck features and fulsome frosty 
luster counterbalance the scattered, grade-defining bagmarks. 

461 1932 MS 62 PCGS. Nicely struck and lustrous with a somewhat 
scuffy appearance. 

462 1932 MS 63 PCGS. There are a few contact marks on the devices, 
but the fields are remarkably clean for the MS 63 level. 

463 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Richly colored and rather attractive for the 
grade. 

464 1932 MS 63 PCGS. The few grade-defining abrasions are not too 
distracting to the overall eye appeal. 

465 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Quite smooth on the obverse, the reverse shows 
a few scattered contact marks.

473 1858-0 XF 45 ANACS. This coin was previously offered as lot 7901 
in our 2000 FUN Sale, where it was described as: “Only 32,250 dou¬ 
ble eagles were struck by the New Orleans mint in 1858, and of that 
number, extant pieces are rarely seen above VF. Akers and other 
noted numismatists rate the 1858-0 ahead of the 1861-0 and 1857- 
O in terms of rarity. This specimen is greenish-gold and only lightly 
circulated. No contact mark is worthy of singular mention on this 
abraded double eagle.” 

474 1862-S AU 55 NGC. Despite a respectable original mintage of 
854,173 pieces, the 1862-S is one of the scarcest double eagles from 
the California branch mint. This moderately abraded example is 
superior to most extant ‘62-S twenties in that it shows only the light¬ 
est mb across the highpoints. The surfaces are bright and show del¬ 
icate copper overtones. 

475 1866-S No Motto XF 40 PCGS. This coin was previously offered 
as lot 7907 in our 2000 FUN Sale, where it was cataloged as: “Bright 
with an average strike and traces of luster in the more protected 
areas. The obverse exhibits a few light marks and an obverse rim 
bump is noted between 11 and 12 o’clock. The last No Motto dou¬ 
ble eagle issue and very scare in all grades. “ 

476 1877-S AU 58 NGC. The scattered abrasions are typical of a double 
eagle that saw actual circulation. 

477 1878 AU 58 PCGS. Both sides are particularly lustrous for this 
slightly circulated grade. 

478 1884-S MS 62 PCGS. A few too many bagmarks bar this bright, 
orange-gold example from a more desirable grade. 

479 1884-S MS 62 PCGS. Moderately abraded with rich golden-rose 
overtones. 

480 1885-S MS 61 PCGS. Frosty, yet noticeably abraded. 

481 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Rich copper-gold coloration enhances the eye 
appeal of this lightly abraded S-mint twenty. 

482 1890-S MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous with the normal number of small 
bagmarks. Elusive any finer. 

483 1891-S MS 63 PCGS. This is a conditionally challenging S-mint 
twenty that is scarce at the Select level and elusive any finer. A few 
scattered bagmarks account for the grade, but the lustrous, yellow- 
gold surfaces show an overall pleasing appearance.

541 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 64 PCGS. This is an attractive honey- 
gold survivor from this popular transitional year in double eagle 
coinage. Smooth and at the threshold of an MS 65 grade. 

542 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 64 PCGS. The rich endowment of mint 
frost rolls gently around the nicely struck surfaces. Free of individ¬ 
ually bothersome abrasions. 

543 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 65 NGC. This is a flashy example that 
shows swirling cartwheel effects. Yellow-gold and green-gold colors 
compete for dominance at select angles, but the mark-free surfaces 
are readily appreciable under even the most casual inspection.
